Oeneral ehaimtn of the Brother- 
hood of Railway Trainmen be^nii 
counting the 186,000 strike ballots 
of their men, bat admitted before the 

first envelope was opened that judp 
ing from the known temper of the 
men, the result will be overwhelm 
ingly in favor of a strike, (iivinir 
an estimated rajority. Vice Presi- 
dent James Murdock said: 

"Onr peat c a perls n ee has been that 
98 por cent of tha men will always 
vote to strike." 

Next Monday ofReiaU of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive F.nc\- 
necrs. Order of Railway Conductors, 
Brotherhood of Le e em e tovr Fire- 
men and Efipinemen and Switcli- 
men's Union of North America, will 
meet to^onnt the strike votes cf 
their 2.59,000 members. 

Railroad union leaders epcct oil 
the brotherhoods and the switch- 
men's union to cast sid)st intial ii'.a- 
jorities for a strike. The affiliated 
shop cmfts have already, voted by a 
iiiajoritv of approxmateiy ;{"_'5,l)tH) 
to 48,000 to walk out, and are only 
w.niting to see what action the other 
unions will take and for the I'uited 
States Railroad Labor Board to dis- 
post of the pendius: working rules 
agptenfcnt.

The question aa suTi- 
mitted to the n-en carried a vote for 
or against "a t>trike unless the wnpe 
reductions question can bd tcttkd 
in a manner satisfoclory to th<i gen- 
eral grievance comnutteu represent - 
inir 'be class of aarvtee ia which I 
ttiu eneai;ed." 

The grievaace eommittce either 
will take sfeii, to reopen ncj^otiations 
with the ruud!^ or set a date for the 
walkoat.

Because of its partioalar ekmatia 
conditions and the feeds irkifh it 
is capable of prodnoing, Kentucky 

is especially adapted to the produc 
lion of pork, according to the thini 
adition of Balle^in No. 176. whieh 
has just been w\nsed by the Ken 
tucky Agricultural Ezperimen,t Sta- 
tion for distribntimi to fanaers and 
other interested persons of the state 
The circular discusses in detail the 
growing and fattening of hggs in 
the dry lot and on forage ofop* and 
gives the results of osperiments 
which have been eondnet^ b^ the 
Kentucky atatioa in tlia^a tiro pro- 
ject.*. 

A number of different experiments 
eondnetad for tha porpoaa of com- 
paring methods of feedinp and mnn- 
agment are reported in the publica- 
tion in eoaaaetira with dry lot feed- 
ing of ho^s.
